A petition bearing more than 
400 signatures and asking com- 
pletion of Veterans Park in Brook- 
line was presented to the Haver- 
ford Township Board of Commis- 
sioners Monday night. 

Commissioners, meeting in the 
Township's Administration Build- 
ing Building at Oakmont, took it 
under advisement until next year's 
budget is prepared. 

The petition, containing 15 pages 
of signatures and addresses, was 
presented by Fred J. Marschhau- 
sen, 1635 Earlington Rd„ Brook- 
line. 

Marschhausen said he appeared 
only as an individual citizen and 
not as representing any organiza- 
tion. 

"This is what got me interested," 
said Marschhausen. "I have a boy 
in high school and I would like 
to help keep all boys out of pool 
rooms and other undesirable 
places by providing proper recrea- 
tional opportunities in their own 
Township." 

Edward C. Land, commissioner 
and chairman of the recreation 
committee, explained that the 
commissioners during the war peiv 
iod had done "as much as they 
could with what they had." 

He assured Marschhausen the 
petition would be given careful 
consideration. 

The petition reads: 

"We. the undersigned, citizens 
and taxpayers of Haverford Town- 
ship, respectfully present this peti- 
tion to you for the immediate, com- 
pletion of the work necessary to 
make Veterans Park a complete 
play park for children, youths and 
adults. The following are the needs 
to complete this tract: 

1. Immediate reseeding of the 
baseball diamond and field. 

2. A roof over the present grand- 
stand. 

3. Two new permanent bleacher 
stands to the left and right of the 
grandstand with permanent dug- 
outs along the first base and third 
base lines. 

4. Remove present snow fence at 
the South end of the ball field and 
replace same with hurricane fence. 

5. A walk across the South end 
of the ball field with proper 
drains. 

6. Move air raid warden house 
to the opposite end of the field. 

7. Permanent walk up the slope 
at the West end of the park. 

8. Tennis courts at the North 
end of the park. 

9. Playground for small chil- 
dren at the South end of the 
park. Swings, slides and see-saws 
for children. 

10. Proper landscaping with 
shrubs. 

11. Parking on the lower road 
for cars. 

Veterans Park has been the 
home field of the Brookline and 
Manoa teams of the Main Line 
Baseball League since 1943. It is 
hoped by baseball enthusiasts of 
the Township to see Veterans Park 
developed as one of the finest base- 
ball diamonds in the suburbs. At 
present it has a limited seating 
capacity, accommodating only 
about 400 persons. Many specta- 
tors during last season's games 
were forced to stand along the 
sidelines. 

Veterans Park is located on 
Darby Rd.. near Manoa Rd., in 
the rear of the Haverford Town- 
ship police station. 



The board of directors of the 
Wynnewood Civic Association, 
Tuesday night passed a resolution 
against "the general plan for plot- 
ting of roads or highways at in- 
creased widths through improved 
residential sections where no pres- 
ent or future necessity is evident." 

The resolution qualified this ob- 
jection by saying: "that the 
Wynnewood Civic Association ap- 
proves of the plotting of roads and 
highways in undeveloped and un- 
improved areas in Lower Merion 
Township at a width of 50 feet or 
upwards," as well as approving "in 
principle the plotting of the roads 
and highways in lower Merion 
Township on the basis of present 
or future necessity presently as- 
certainable." 

This resolution was passed after 
an inquiry made of the property 
owners and residents within the 
boundaries of the Wynnewood 
Civic Association. 

The Wynnewood resolution is 
similar in tone to the resolutions 
passed by the Haverford and 
Rosemont civic associations which 
were published in this newspaper 
last week. So far they all have 
approved of the general idea of 
widening some roads and high- 
ways of tire Township, but they 
object to the overall project of 
widening each and every thorough- 
fare to a minimunr-Jvidth of 50 
feet. 

The remainder of the Wynne- 
wood Civic Association's board of 
directors meeting at the home of 
James B. Swartz. 544 Balli-tore Rd.. 
was concerned with routine busi- 
ness. 

Copies of the road widening 
resolution were ordered sent to 
Lower Merion Township commis- 
sioners and other civic associa- 
tions of the township.

Meeting Sponsored 
By Leagues of 
Women Voters 



With an audience of some 300 
persons participating, a lively 
discussion on the relationship of 
labor and management was held 
Wednesday night at Haverford 
College. The panel discussion was 
sponsored by the Haverford, Low- 
er Merion and Radnor League of 
Women Voters. 

Mrs. Robert P. Wetherill. Vice 
president of the Lower' Merion 
League, opened the meeting by 
explaining that the League of 
Women Voters arranged such 
meetings because they felt that 
we needed information and facts 
in order to be guided by reason 
and not by prejudice. "Prejudice," 
Mrs. Wetherill said, "has been da- 
fmed as being 'down on' what j 
one is not 'up on'." 

The moderator, Alexander H. 
Frey. professor of law at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, introduc- 
ed the members of the panel: Roy 
H. Sjoberg, assistant general 
manager of J. G. Brill Company; 
Sylvester Garrett. chairman, 
Third Regional War Labor Board, 
and Stephen Levitsky, assistant to 
research directors, United Steel 
Workers of America. 

Each of the speakers had sug- 
gestions for bettering the indus- 
trial relationship. Garrett said 
this collective bargaining rela- 
tionship is like that of marriage — 
a continuous one. subject to 
stresses and strains.

More Teeth Put In 
Snow Removal Act 

Borough Can Fine 
As Well as Assess 
Owner for Cost 



The Narberth Borough Council 
at its November meeting last Fri- 
day night put more teeth in its 
ice and snow removal regulations. 

Councilmen passed an ordin- 
ance which not only permits the 
Borough to have snow and ice re- 
moved from sidewalks at the 
home owner's cost but also allows 
for the imposition of a fine. 

Since September. 1934. the Bor- 
ough has had an ordinance which 
required removal of ice and snow 
24 hours after it fell. It also re- 
quired that residents cover ice 
with mud. sawdust or anything 
eise approved by the superintend- 
ent of public works. If this was 
not done the Borough did the 
work and billed the offender. 
Some of the residents, however, 
refused to pay the bill. 

In passing a new ordinance 
Friday night the Council made 
the offender not qnly subject to 
costs for the work but, also, to 
the payment of a fine of not less 
than one dollar and not more 
than $15 plus costs of prosecu- 
tion. In the case of default the 
offender can be imprisoned for 
one day. 

Councilmen said at the meeting 
that they did not expect to have 
enough employes to do any ex- 
tensive snow removing for resi- 
dents this Winter.

Residents of Lower Merion should prepare themselves 
for a higher school tax rate if schools in the Township are 
to obtain additional educational facilities and if the scale of 
teachers' pay is to be increased, F. A. DuBois, superintendent 
of schools, said in a Gavel Day address at Lower Merion 
Junior High School last Friday. 



DuBois pointed out that many- 
of the troubles now confronting 
the world could be solved through 
education. He said: 

"We would come out of the hole 
with peace for all people if the 
peoples of the world were edu- 
cated". 

He reminded taxpayers that the 
School Board was governed to 
some extent by the reactions of 
residents who "collared" them 
about taxes. 

He urged those residents of the 
district who want to see students 
in Lower Merion obtain better ed- 
ucational facilities to talk with 
members of the School Board. 

"It Is the few who are not inter- 
ested in the kind of schools pro- 
vided for students who sometimes 



bring about what economists term 
a 'social lag' ". he said. 

Dubois pointed out that ade- 
equate educational facilities bring 
in more cash to a community, 
make a better community, keep up 
real estate values and is money 
well invested. 

He said that at the present time 
a new salary schedule was in prep- 
aration for teachers. He pointed 
out that if more money was offer- 
ed teachers. Lower Merion could 
attract some of the best teaching 
talent in the country.

Power For Enacting Parking and Traffic Reg- 
ulations Given to Burgess and Public Safety 
Committee; Empowered to Set Up Traffic 
Court 

Power of enacting as well as enforcing local traffic and 
parking regulations in Narberth Borough was placed jointly 
in the hands of the Borough's burgess and the Council's pub- 
lic safety committee last Friday night. Councilmen held their 
November meeting Friday instead of Monday night so their 
members could attend the American Legion banquet. 

• Enactment of traffic regulations, 
such as limiting parking in the 
business zones, regulating all night 
parking and preventing speeding 
through borough streets always 
has been the function of the 
Council as a whole. It meant that 
every time the councilmen wanted 
to change borough traffic regula- 
tions they had to pass a separate 
ordinance. 

Now this can be done jointly by 
Burgess Richard L. Miller and the 
public safety committee. Public 
notice of any changes in the regu- 
lations, however, will be given by 
the burgess and committee. 

At the same meeting councilmen 
repealed an old ordinance which 
prevented all night parking. It was 
pointed out by Roland Fleer, presi- 
dent of the Council, that the ordi- 
nance was in conflict with the 
State Motor Vehicle Code which 
permits all night parking provided 
automobiles are properly lighted. 

The new ordinance passed by 
councilmen also gives the burgess 
and the public safety committee 
the power to set up a traffic court. 

The public safety committee and 
the burgess contemplate a study 
of the existing regulations for 
parking and driving and overhaul- 
ing of the regulations if it is found 
necessary. Increased motor traffic 
is expected to necessitate some 
changes. 

In repealing the old ordinance 
relating to all night parking the 
councilmen are taking the posi- 
tion that local traffic regulations 
should not supercede or go beyond 
regulations already written into 
the State Motor Vehicle Code. 

The public safety committee 
stated that all night parking in 
Narberth without lights had be- 
come a street hazard. During Oc- 
tober, it was reported, 163 auto- 
mobiles had been tagged for park- 
ing on the street all night Without 
lights. 

Burgess Miller declared that the 
new ordinance was not designed to 
create any hardships for borough 
residents but to give them more 
protection. The new ordinance, he 
said, would make the enactment 
of traffic and parking regulations 
more flexible. 

"We have set up no traffic court 
as yet," declared Burgess Miller. 
"With the cooperation of the Bor- 
ough's citizens in helping us to 
enforce new regulations this step 
may not be necessary." 

The burgess added that consist- 
ent offenders, as in the past, would 
be brought before the local magis- 
trates.

AN ORDINANCE REQUIRING THE 
OWNER. OCCUPANT OR TENANT OF 
PROPERTY TO REMOVE SNOW AND 
ICE FROM SIDEWALKS AND TO COVER 
ACCUMULATED ICE UNDER CERTAIN 
CONDITIONS AND IN A CERTAIN 
MANNER. AND PROVIDING PENAL- 
TIES. AND REPEALING CERTAIN 
ORDINANCES. 

The Council of the BorouRh of Nar- 
berth Does Ordain: 

SECTION 1. That whenever snow 
-ihali haven fallen or ice shall have sic- 
tumlated on the sidewalk or sidewalks 
of any property In the Borough of Nar- 
berth, it shall be the duty of the own- 
er, occupant or tenant, and such owner, 
occupant or tenant is hereby required 
to remove such snow or ice within 
twenty-four ' 24) hours of the time 
when the fall of snow shall have ceased 
or the accumulation of ice shall have 
occtirred and to provide a clear and 
unobstructed Passage for the full width 
of the pavement as laid: provided 
however, that when by reason of un- 
usual weather conditions such snow 
shall have melted and then been froz- 
en, or when ice shall have accumulated 
on the sidewalk or sidewalks in such a 
manner as to resist removal, then In 
such cases such owners, occupants or 
tenants shall be' required to remove the 
loose snow or ice and cover the remaind- 
er with sand, sawdust or other such 
material as may be approved by the Su- 
perintendent of Public Works. 

SECTION 2. If such owner, occupant 
or tenant shall not have removed such 
snow or ice, or covered the Ire as pro- 
vided In SECTION 1 of this Ordinance, 
then the Superintendent of Public 
Works, at his discretion, or at the direc- 
tion of the Burgess, may have such 
snow or ice removed or Ice covered, or 
both, at the then current rates pre- 
\alllng for labor, and materials and cost 
of such removal shall be collected from 
such owner, occupant or tenant as in 
such cases made and provided by lnw. 
The removal of snow or ice or covering 
of Ice by the Superintendent of Public 
Works as herein provided shall In no 
manner relieve said owner, occupant 
or tenant rrom the imposition of penal- 
ties as herein provided.

Bond Issue Money Can Be Used 
For Park But Now Land Is Sold 



Money from the $100,000 bond 
issue in Haverford Township 
could have been used to purchase 
the 21 acres of Paddock Farm in 
the Township's Third Ward, the 
township commissioners were leg- 
ally advised Monday night. 

Purchase of the land was re- 
commended bv the Township's 
Park and Recreation Board at the 
October meeting of commissioners. 
A group of residents from the 
Third Ward opposed the purchase 
and in the ensuing discussion it 
went to the Township's solicitor. 
William R. Toal. for a legal deci- 
sion on the bond issue money. 

In the meantime. Warner-West 
Company bought the 21 acres for 
real esJate development. Warner- 
West's priced for the land was not 
disclosed but the Township could 
have had it for S2 1.000. 

Adrian Lanser, president of the 
Oakmont Civic Association, and 



members of the Association's ex- 
ecutive committee were on hand 
Monday night to find out what 
the Township was going to do 
about buying the land. The Third 
Ward is one of the few wards of 
the Township that does not have 
a playground site. 

The legal opinion on the use of 
the Township's bond issue funds 
was expressed by Solicitor Toal 
and corroborated by Caspar W. B. 
Townsend of the law firm of 
Townsend. Elliott and Munson. 
bond attorneys. 

"After a lengthy conference 
with Mr. Townsend." said Toal. 
"and after a canvasing of all the 
legal probabilities and possibilities 
of the problem, we both arrived 
at the opinion that it is lawful for 
Haverford Township to appropri- 
ate money from the bond issue 
for the purpose of vacant land 
for parks and playground pur- 
poses."
